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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1. 181, filed July 15, 2004, for withdrawal of 
abandonment of the above identified application. 

A review of the file history shows that the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences mailed a 
decision to applicants on November 10, 2003. The decision affirmed the rejection of claim 33 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, and a provisional obvious double patenting rejection of 
claims 21-30 and 33. A two month period for taking further action began with the mailing of the 
decision. Upon failure to receive any further reply the application was held abandoned by Notice 
of Abandonment mailed to applicants on March 15, 2004. Applicants state that a reply canceling 
claim 33 and providing a proper terminal disclaimer was filed on January 8, 2004 and provide 
copies thereof with properly executed Certificates of Mailing. The originals of these papers have 
not been located and the copies supplied with the petition will be utilized. In view of the timely 
submission the Notice of Abandonment was mailed in error and is withdrawn and the application 
restored to pending status with the mailing of this decision. 

The petition is GRANTED .
